THE GRANGE LIBRARY. 


The Influence of Book* In tlie Hands 


of Patrons. 


Tbo fact that so many granges are 


awakening to the importance of found- 
ing grange libraries is a most hopeful 
sign. We talk a great deal about ed- 
ucation in the grange, what it should 
and should not include. Of this fact 
we should never lose sight: The great- 
est thing pertaining to education is to 
know how to read well. Arithmetic, 
geography, bookkeeping, all have their 
place in education. They prepare the 
child for practical conditions and to a 
great extent they d«\elop the mind. 
as all mental exercise uecesx:rily does. 
But the mind is renlly fed through 
reading. 
It glows by what it feeds 


upon, and if fed by fie sensational 
stories of Ilia new-papers, and by trashy 
books it can never gain the height's of 
excellence. Let the grange library take 
a more prominent part in the domes- 
tic economy of every well regulated 
grange. 
Let the grange library be- 


come tho missing link between the 
grange and the home. The book in the 
Lauds of a Patron should carry on the 
work begun in the grange meeting. 


We should select our books with 


care, since good books In a library tend 
to promote moral and intellectual 
growth. Books cannot be read with- 
out exerting some influence. They ele- 
vate or degrade; they strengthen or 
weaken; th»y add to or subtract from 
mental force. One man reaps tares, 
and another gathers golden grain in 
the same Held because of the seed sown 
somewhere in his early life. , Let us 
have more grange libraries.—New York 
Grange Bulletin. 


Agriculture in Pnlilic School*.. 


The grange everywhere is in favor of 


nature study in tlie common schools. 
It is, however, noteworthy that there 
is a lack of. unanimity in opinion as to 
how best accomplish this much desired 
end. A helpful suggestion comes from 
the New York state educational de- 
partment abng thjs line. A syllabus 
on agriculture for use in elementary 
grades of the public schools has been 
issued and no doubt will be furnished 
to any one desiring to investigate the 
subject. 


One obstacle to the introduction of 


the study of agriculture in the common 
schools is (ho unpreparedness of the 
teacher for the work. Asked if she 
can teach it even in Its most elemen- 
tary bran^es, she throws up her 
hands In despair. But the New York 
state educational department approach- 
es her from another side of the sub- 
ject and a«ks her to tell her pupils 
about plant growth and something 
about fruits and vegetables and the 
commonest methods of their culture. 
She thus gives her pupils something to 
think about and write about, and what 
they write is made a part of their En- 
glMi work. They are studying agricul- 
ture and the toucher Is teaching it—of 
course In its most elementary forms— 
and yet it is being done as work in 
English quite as much as work In ag- 
riculture.

All that the employee will 
have to do will be to give to t he 
cashier of the branch or office at or 
horn which he is employed the name 
of the beneficiary to whom the boun- 
ty is to be paid .The bounty is not 
attachable, nor will it be turned over 
to his heirs or assigns of the benefi- 
ciary. The reason for this is that the 
bounty does not belong to the insured 
but to the company, and can be de- 
livered only to such person as 
the 


.employee designates by his own free 
will. In other words, it will be 
im- 


possible for anyone other than the 
person named by the employee to col- 
lect the money. 


"We expect that the 
expense of 


establishing this bounty or 
benefit 


system will be large, but we believe 
that it will be money well invested. 
It will certainly greatly benefit our 
employees .and we believe 
that 
it 


will have a tendency to keep in our 
employ the very best class of working 
people." 


So far as known, this is the first 


instance in which a corporation 
has 


engaged itself to pay death benefits 
out of its own treasury. 


Other corporations 
have 
helped 


their employees organize mutual ben- 
efit societies ,and have contributed 
funds to that end .Some have sold 
stock to thei'- employees and have 
put into operation dividend plans of 
one Kin-1 or another, but this is, 
it 


is believeed .the only case on record 
in which a bounty has been granted 
voluntarily and freely without pay- 
ment of any kind on the part of its 
employees.
